In the Office Action, claims 2-4 were rejected by the Examiner under 35 U.S.C. 
112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1-3 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
U.S. Patent No. 5,865,410 (Horen) and claims 1-4 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Horen in view of U.S. Patent No. 3,806,074 
(Ward). 

Remarks Regarding Amendments 

Claims 1, 2, 3 and 4 have been amended without admission as to their 
patentability or prejudice to Applicant's right to seek them in a continuing 
application. New claims 5-14 have been added, depending on clam 1. Claims 
1-14 are now pending. The Applicant submits that these amendments are 
supported by the original application.
